range cattle business, has returned from 
an extensive 
trip 
in Southern Col- 
orado, New Mexico and Texas. 
lu an 
interview, he stated that the reports cir- 
culated in the east that the loss of range 
cattle this winter would reach from fifty 
to seventy-five per oent. is absolutely 
false. 


He said that from personal 
observa- 
tion he knew that the range cattle in 
Colorado, Texas, New Mexico, 
Indian 
Territory, Wyoming and a portion of 
Arizona were never in- better 
condition 
at this time of the year than at present, 
and that the losses this year would 
be 
comparatively nothing; that while 
the 
stock is not suffering for feed, snow is 
needed in Wyoming, 
Colorado 
and 
northern New Mexico, while southern 
New Mexico, Texas and the Indian Ter- 
ritory have have had an abundance of 
rain, thereby insuring tardy grass. 


There has been some mortality among 
the oattle in a small part of 
northern 
Arizunia and Texas, south of the Pan- 
handle, caused principally by 
over 
crowded ranges. 
Mr. Head prophesies 
that in the next two years cattle will ad- 
vance, and those who have held their 
stock through the depression for the 
past three years will reap a great 
finan- 
cial harvest.

Her iic- 
complishments in music, both vocil and 
instrumental, C3uplel with 
her 
good 
looks, made her a favorite among the 
demi-monde, but she contracted a vio- 
lent passion for drink, and dissipatiou 
caused her to drift from om bajjnio 
to another, so that she had no 
fixel 
abode. 
She was but twenty-three years 
old. 


Her constitution was not strong, and 
those who knew her in her girlhood 
marveled at her endurance of suoh a 
death dealing career. 
Old friends hard- 
ly recognized in the painted face and 
bloated form of the 
flashily 
dressed 
woman of the town the petite and pretty 
maiden of former years, who attended 
yhool with children of the best people 
of Indianapolis, and was reared 
mo3t 
carefully by Jpving parents, who were 
quite well-to-do at the time. 
She waa 
naturally vicious, however, and 
went 
astrav before she had fairly reached 
womanhood. 
When her father died, a 
few days ago, she made a disgraceful 
spectacle at the funeral by appearing in

Gas Scheme Binging ThrooKh 


the Wild West. 


Some time ago, T H E S E N T I N E L casual- 
ly mentioned that Supt. W. W. Worth- 
ington was oonsideriog a scheme by 
which natural gas could be utilized for 
fuel on locomotives. 


Since then the news has travelled far 
and wide, and the Kansas City 
Times 
has this version: 


'ferhaps the mobt daring 
improve- 
ment now being attempted is the utiliz- 
ing of natural gas as fuel for engines 
and to furnish light and heat for oars. 
Several master mechanics throughout 
the country claim that this product can 
be confined and used at will, and the 
master mechanic of the Fort Wayne, 
Cinoinnati and Lonisyille 
road has 
demonstrated his belief 
BO plainly, that 


the officials of that line have placed 
his command all the money, men and 
material neceeaary to a thorouf^h test. 
The route of that road is through the 
heart of the immense gas 
regions 
of Indiana, many of the wells being of 
great pressure and flowing from 3,000, 
GOD to 12,000,000 cubic feet every twenty 
four hours. 
Several weeks ago the mas 
ter mechanic and superintendent had 
constructed wrought-iron cylinder eigh- 
teen feet long and two feet in diameter 
with heavy ends screwed in. The cylin 
der was subjected to the most critical 
and scientific tests, and was provided 
gauges to register the pressure. 
It was 
placed on board a car and transported to 
Montpelier, Ind., where there are located 
two strong gas wells. 
The cyli»der was 
attached to one of them, which had 
rook pressure of 450 pounds to the 
square inch. 
When tLe gasj was turned 
on the gauge showed that it was full in 
less than one minute. 


The tai k was then loaded on the cars 
and taken to the shops at Fort Wayne 
Here it was attached to the usual natu 
ral gas burning apparatus with a "reg 
ulator" that controlled the enormous 
pressure of the gas so that it flowed out 
in a Bteady, regular current of one and 
half ounces to the square inch, the près 
sure at which natural gas is burned 
The gauge showed that the gas had lost 
but little of its pressure, and it supplied 
light in the baruers in the shi'ps for 
several hours, besides heating one large 
Btove and one forge. 


So much of a succeas was the first 
test that others have been made with 
larger cylinders and the gas transported 
each time a distance of thirty eight 
miles. 
The ofllcials and experts are so 
well satisfied with the experiment that 
orders, have beeu issned to equip the 
road engines witb tanks, and the work 
men in the shops are now making the 
neceseary changes. 
Large steel tanks 
or cyiiuders somewhat after the pattern 
of 
the standard 
Oil company 
cars are being 
made, and these 
wiil be attached to tbe engine in the 
rear of tbe tender,, They will have 
capaoitv equal to as many thousand 
cubic feet of gas as will represent 
enoDgh of coal to make a trip ovtr the 
road, which is about one hundred and 
ten miles in length. 
The attachment to 
the tire box of the engine a'^d stoves in 
the cars will be by means of a pipe lead 
ing from the tank, and will be regulated 
by a hand screw. 


The cost is exceedingly small, as an 
engine can be supplied for about twenty 
cents a day.

When old Peter McCartney, the most 
skillful and dangerous counterfeiter 
the country was released from his eleven 
years' imprisonment, at Michigan City 
a few mouths ago, he made solemn pro 
ttstaiions of reformation. 
" I will never 
bother you again," he said to the United 
•States marshal; ''the old man has had 
enough." 
He went to his home in Illi 
nois, where, by the way, he received 
quite an ovation, and after he had been 
there a few weeks he went south. Re 
cently accounts have been published of 
the 
circulation 
in 
various 
parte 
of the country of a very dangerous 85 
silver certificate, which, according to 
Major Carter, the secret service ofiicer 
for this district, "to all appearances was 
just a little bit better in design nnd 
workmanship than the genuine govern 
ment bill " McCartney was suspected 
of being connected with its manufacture 
and Carter and other members of the 
secret service have been working on the 
case. 
He succeeded in locating Mc- 
Cartney in New Orleans, and yesterday 
morning he received a dispatch from the 
department 
at Washington 
saying 
WH have Pete 
McCartney at New 
Orleans. 
Proof 
positive." 
This 
indicates 
that 
the old man is 
likeJy 
to spend 
the rest cf his 
days in pripon. 
He has been a counter- 
feiter since he was a boy, and has caused 
the secret service more trouble than any 
other man in the country, for the stuff 
he made almost dehed detection, and he 
was very shrewd in getting away with it. 
Even when he was servitfi: his long sen- 
tence in prison, the otJicers had to keep 
a close watch on him, for he trie'! to 
operate on tbe outside through his con- 
federates, and several times he was 
found with large sums of money in his 
possession, for the purpose of effecting 
his escape by bribery.

A Bridf« A«reM the Oxns. 


A few weeks ago the first train of can 
erossed the long bridge that has been 
thrown over the Oxus river in Russian 
central Asia. 
This structure, which is 
nearly 1,000 feet longer than the Brooklya 
bridge, including its approaches, spans a 
classic river, of which very little was 
known thirty years ago, except through 
the writings of the old historians, who 
described the exploits of Alexander and 
Tamerlane 
The man who ten years ago 
had predicted that today iron rails would 
stretch over wide deserts and the upper 
course of the famous Oxus, whicA had 
been reached in modern times by only 
three or four disguised white men, would 
have been looked tipon as a visionary en- 
thusiast. 


The road bed has been graded for nearly 
the entire distance between the Oxus and 
Samarcand, and, with the completion of 
the bridge, the work of laying the track 
will rapidly proceed. Within the next , 
three months it is expected that the trans- 
Caspian railroad will be completed to 
Samarcand, and trains running from the 
Caspian sea to the capital of the great 
Mongol conqueror. 


This road is remarkable not only be- 
cause it pushes f a r Into inner Asia, but 
also because some nnlque problems in 
railroad construction have been solved by 
Its successful progress. 
Many engineers 
said a railroad could not be maintained 
through the shifting sands of the Kara^ 
Kum desert. But Gen. Annenkoif, by cov- 
ering parts of his roadway with clay, by- 
placing in his embankments layers of 
the branches of a desert shrub, and by 
cultivating along parts of the route many 
thousand of desert plants whose roots re- 
tain the sand, has thus far maintained his 
road bed without 
deterioration. 
The 
problem of a water supply was solved by 
bringing water in pipes from mountains 
that skirt two hundred miles of the route; 
also by canals from the Murghab. while j 
artesian A'* ells are the source of supply b®- ! 
tween Merv and the Oxus. 
In a region | 
that is destitute of fuel, and where the ' 
cold is at times Intense, petroleum has 
been utilized to drive the locomotives and 
to heat the sixty railroad stations along 
the way. 


Russia may indeed be proud of the enc- ' 


cess, now well assured, of her unique and 
astonishing experiment in railroad build- :

ror of the official stenograjihers, and each 
of them always attempts to shirk the re- 
sponsibility of 
reporting his speeches, 
j Senator Plumb is the next most rapid 
' talker, while Senator Reagan is the most 
difficult to report. 
His utterances are 
j very indistinct, and he stammers and re- 
j peats continually. 
Even when he stands 
down in the front row of seats the report- 
; crs are driven almost crazy in their efforts 
'i, to take down his words. 
Senator Hawley 
speaks very plainly, but exceedingly fast. 
In making his excited speech against the 
Blair bill the other dayhe w^as worse than 
usual, and Stenographer Shuey, who re- 
ported him, says that he never kne\v Mr. 
Hawley or any other senator to talk at 
such a continously rapid rate. 
In the 
stenographers' room of the senate it is es- 
timated that in that speech Mr. Hawley 
spoke at an average rate of 215 to 225 
words per minute. 
This is very rapid, 
considering that the average 
rate for 
public speakers is 120 words. 
Mr. Shuey 
was about exhausted when Mr. Hawley 
concluded his speech, and says he does 
not care to follow such a speaker every 
day.

There are four official stenographers of 
the senate, and two of them, Dennis and 
E. V. Murjjhy, 
read each other's notes 
with perfect, ease, it being their daily cus- 
tom to dictate from each other's man- 
uscript. 
Messrs. 
Gensler 
and 
Shuey 
are both very rapid stenographers, but as 
their style is somewhat 
different each 
sticks to his own notes in dictating to the 
. transcribers. 
Mr. Shuey's notes are said 
to be unreadable to everybody but himself. 
Mr. Dennis Murphy, the head of the sen- 
ate stenographers, is a very rapid writer, 
and amouu' stenographers generally he is 
reputed to be the most accurate writer in 
the cotintry. 
His notes never vary. He 
, makes a word one day precisely as he did 
the day before, and follows the rules of 
the art much more closely than stenogra- 
phers usually do. His notes are small 
and pretty, and he phrases or runs words 
together very little All the senate stenog- 
raphers tise the Ben Pitman system.— 
i Washington Letter.

The fciee^raphy Lesson. 


The lesson of tho day too often c«ti- 
sists in tbe repetition 
by rote of so 
many senteni es or pard.ujrapbs from tha 
class book, which are seldom expanded 
or made more attracti%-e and intelligible 
b j elucidation 
on the part of 
tha 
teacher, Snob mstrue:ion, if it r»ay b® 
so called, is bai for the teacher and 
worse for the taught. 
It is especially 
pernicious to the children in the earlier 
stages of their geographical studies, 
for it tortures tneir 
memories 
and 
brings no couipensatinci advantage. 
It 
fosters idleness and listiessness on the 
part of the teachor, who, instead of ex- 
erting his faculties to invest the sub- 
ject with a living interest, becomes for 
the time a mere machine, met hanically 
acting within tbe limits prescribed in 
tbe class-book. 


In dealing with the vonnp: we should 
Iry to feel ourselves young again, to 
see things as tliey are seen by young 
eyes, to realize the difficulties that lie 
in the way of children's appreciation 
of the world around them, to be tiiled 
with an abounding sympathy 
which 
subdues all imjiatience on our side, and 
calls out on the side of tho childreu 
their confidence and aifectiou. 
Mutual 
sympathy and esteem are a pledge of 
enduring success. 
To cement this bond 
of union between teacher and taught 
there should be no set tasks for some 
considerable time. 
The lessons ought 
rather to be pleasant 
conversations 
about familiar things. 
The 
pupils 
should be asked ({uestions such as they 
can 
readily 
answer, 
and 
tha 
answering 
of 
which 
causes 
them 
to 
reflect, 
and 
gives 
them 
c(m- 
fidence in themselves and freedom with 
the teacher. 
The objects in the school- 
room, in the playground, on the road 
to the school, should be made use of aa 
subjects for such questionings with tha 
aim of drawing out the knowledge ac- 
quired by the pupils from their own ob- 
servation. 
Every question should ba 
one which requires for its answer tha^ 
the children have actually seen some^ 
thing with their own eyes and hava 
taken mental note of it. 
The pi>tting 
of suoh questions stimulates the observ- 
ing faculty, and not infreijuently giyea 
a chance of distinction to boys and girls 
whose capabilities are not well tested 
by the ordinary lessons of schooL—

try to feel ourselves young again, to) 
Me things ss they are seen by young 
eyee, to realize the difficulties that lie 
in the way of children's appredatioei 
of the world around them, to be filled 
with an abounding sympathy which 
subdues all impatience on our side, and 
cells out on {he side of the children 
their confidence and affection. Mutual 
sympathy and esteem are a pledge of 
enduring success. To cement this bold 
of union between teacher and taught 
then should be no set tasks for aome 
considerable time. The lessons ought 
rather W be pleasant conversations 
•bout familiar things.

whose capabilities are not wall tested
